EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. Claim 3 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claim 3, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach the 
limitation of a solid electrolytic capacitor comprising a generally L-shaped cathode 
terminal joined to a sintered block and a packing resin portion covering a capacitor 
element, and the cathode terminal being provided along a surface of the sintered block 
and exposed from the packaging resin portion at a bottom surface and a second side 
surface perpendicular to the bottom surface and opposite to a first side surface.
